$50.00 for use of the dump, $100.00 for the erection of a fence 
to catch flying papers and thus reduce fire danger) and make 
appropriation for the same. 

To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money not to 
exceed $900.00 for removal of garbage twice a month during 
the winter and three times a week during the summer, and 
make appropriation for the same.

To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $25.00 
for lighting honor roll.

To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to use 
unexpended appropriations at their discretion.

Report of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of Randolph: 

1947 marked the coming of a new style and treatment of the 
Randolph Town Reports. At that time notice was taken of a letter 
from the University of New Hampshire, Department of Govern- 
ment, suggesting that Randolph enter the N. H. Annual Reports 
Contest. Randolph has submitted a copy of its “Reports” to the 
contest every year since. In 1947 and 1948 we received “Honorable 
Mention” and in 1949 took Ist Place; 1950 and 1951 we placed 2nd 
and in 1952 Randolph again headed the list for the statewide com- 
petition. 

For Randolph, 1952 was indeed a good year. Not only did we 
take Ist place in State competition, but we took top honors in the 
New England contest which is conducted by the New England 
Council. For contest purposes towns are classified on a population 
basis, so that each Town or City competes with others of similar 
size. ' 

Naturally we are proud of our accomplishments, for each suc- 
ceeding year the competition becomes keener. We feel that the 
townspeople should be acquainted with the fact that there is 
considerable attention being given these days to the improvement 
of Town Reports and that the efforts of our town have received 
acknowledgment. 

The front cover is of the present day Randolph Church, back 
cover is the same building taken in 1924 at the time of Randolph’s 
Centennial celebration. The Church was started in 1883 and com- 
pleted in 1884 a community project to which local folks of that 
time donated their time, materials and skills in the construction 
of this building of charming simplicity. At that time Randolph’s 
permanent population was considerably larger than it is today and 
services were held throughout the year. At present, community 
services are held from June into September and are conducted by 
several ministers who are summer residents of Randolph. 

We were looking over some old pictures taken back at the 
turn of the century and the realization of some of the radical 
changes in our town were graphically revealed. The changes in 
transportation and communication seemed the most obvious and 
we wonder how many of our present day residents realize that at 
one time Randolph was serviced by no less than three railroad 
stations. We have included the pictures of these stations (only 
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one of them still operative on a seasonal basis) in this year’s 
Reports as a pointed reminder of the changing times. 

Today folks come to visit us, climb our mountains, to enjoy 
the hospitality of our Inns and Cabins with little regard for the 
rigidity of train schedules. In our area the automobile, in so far 
as individuals are concerned, has replaced the “iron horse” to 
about the same degree that it once out-moded the horse drawn 
stagecoach. Today, should the passenger train stop at the site of 
the old Appalachia Station and disgorge 40 to 50 people complete 
with packs and climbing gear we would think it quite unusual, 
however, such a scene was commonplace forty years ago. 

Scheduled rail service came to Randolph in 1892. It is possible 
that this service might have been delayed many years were it not 
for the fact that the Brown Co. of Whitefield constructed a well 
ballasted road-bed for logging purposes as far as Bowman. It is 
interesting to note that for a short period the Station at Bowman 
was the end of the line. Besides the station, facilities included a 
water tank and a “Y” for the turning of trains. Although these 
structures have been torn down Bowman’s one claim to fame is 
that it is still the highest point above sea level that is reached by 
the Boston & Maine Railroad. 

Known originally as “Glen Road”, until Randolph citizens 
complained that despite three stations within the town boundaries 
Randolph did not appear on the timetable, Randolph Station (the 
one remaining structure still in service) handled most of the 
passenger traffic for Randolph’s hotels and summer cottages and 
still continues in this capacity for those who travel by rail. 

In accordance with the antique nature of most of the illustra- 
tions in this “Reports” we have included what was perhaps the 
first and for a considerable time the only store in Randolph. From 
the little pond in the foreground many of us will recognize the 
location as adjacent to the house now owned by William Cairns. 
Since this picture was taken this building has travelled, by horse 
drawn vehicle, four miles to the west and is now a part of the 
home owned and occupied by Fred Corrigan. 


This Year’s Warrant 

Article No. 13, besides the usual appropriation for the White 
Mountains Region Association would provide funds for a re-print- 
ing of the Town folders and a small amount for distribution costs. 
This past season the balance of our supply of folders was distrib- 
uted to prospective vacationers who expressed an interest in our 
general area by their inquiries to the State Planning and Develop- 
ment Commission and the White Mountains Region Association. 
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Town dumps are high on the list as the primary cause of a 
large number of the brush and woodland fires that occur through- 
out our state. Article No. 16 would provide for the purchase of 
material and the construction of a fence at our town dump. We 
do not pretend that this eliminates the dump’s potential for start- 
ing fires, but it is an added precaution which should greatly 
reduce this hazzard. It will also help in confining the wind blown 
material to this area. 

Last year $131.00 was spent in clearing at Peek Park. For a 
good many years nothing at all had been done so that there was 
considerable new growth of underbrush and fallen logs were 
numerous. All of this has been removed and we feel that the 
cleared area is now of sufficient size. The plan now is to construct 
benches and re-condition the stone steps leading up the bank. 
Article No. 18 would provide the necessary funds for this work 
with some left over should work become necessary on either of 
the other two reservations. 

Last year $100.00 was appropriated for the re-survey of the 
Randolph-Jefferson town line. The fact that only $18.00 was spent 
is due to the generosity and co-operation of the Brown Company 
who supplied the surveyor for the project. Article No. 20 in this 
year’s warrant would provide for a similar work to be done on 
our eastern boundary. 

Several years ago Tom Milner deeded his property to the 
Town retaining a lifetime lease. At his death the lease terminated 
and the property in its entirety was acquired by the town. It would 
appear to be good business for the town to dispose of the property 
as soon as possible and have it back on a tax paying basis. Article 
No. 22 would authorize the Selectmen to handle this transaction. 

Since the completion of its new pipeline in 1950 the Portland 
Pipeline Corporation has been dissatisfied with the value assessed 
on its property by all the towns in New Hampshire through which 
it operates. As a result they have brought suit against these towns 
for a tax abatement. It has been necessary for the five towns 
concerned, of which Randolph is one, to secure legal advice and 
assistance in this matter. While no decisions have been handed 
down by the courts a good deal of expense has been incurred. As 
in most legal actions of this nature it is difficult to estimate the 
costs involved. The purpose of Article No. 23 is to supply 
temporary funds for this action. 

Not a few of the summer home owners, especially those fam- 
ilies with small children, have expressed a desire for more ade- 
quate swimming facilities. In view of the fact that a large part 
of our tax revenue comes from these sources and with an eye to 
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the future it would seem advisable for the town to give this matter 
serious consideration. Article No. 25 would authorize the Select- 
men to take action and appoint a committee. Article No. 26 would 
provide preliminary working capital for this proposed project. 

The town was fortunate last year in having only one small 
woodland fire. This fire occurred at the height of the extremely 
dry period we experienced last summer. The fact that very little 
damage resulted was due to the efficient spotting of the smoke 
and the prompt arrival of Town fire equipment. The new pump 
which we purchased last year is mounted on a trailer and was 
transported to within a few hundred feet of the fire by Jeep. 
The terrain over which the Jeep travelled was of such difficult 
nature that a more conventional type wheeled vehicle would have 
found it impassable. Since this fire occurred within a short distance 
of the National Forest boundary the National Forest paid the total 
suppression costs. 

It was the first practical use of this equipment and the small 
perimeter in which this fire was contained is due largely to its 
use. It was also fortunate that a supply of water was within 
reach of what hose we had at that time. However, it is apparent 
that more hose is necessary to make this piece of equipment useful 
in other instances. Article No. 28 would provide $300.00 for the 
purchase of additional hose and $200.00 in anticipation of coming 
fire suppression costs. 


Changes in Ownership 
The residence of Mr. and Mrs. Lucien Cloutier was purchased 
by Harold Griggs, the home of Mr. and Mrs. Dana Stanley was 
purchased by Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Martin. On behalf of the 
Town we welcome them as new property owners in our com- 
munity. 


New Buildings and Renovations 

Mr. and Mrs. William Wiley have completed a sizable addi- 
tion to their home on Randolph Hill, Mr. and Mrs. James S. 
Alexander have installed a new heating plant and have efficiently 
winterized “Sugarplum Farm.” Mr. Bliss Woodruff, architect and 
supervisor on both these jobs. Mr. Milton Smith has completed 
the first unit of his cottage on Stearns Road, Mr. Armand Martin 
has added another room to his home, George and Martha Schnee- 
man have added help quarters, a new kitchen and laundry to the 
north side of their main building at Mt. Jefferson Tourist Court. 

Once again we hope that we have clarified and supplied addi- 
tional information on topics which otherwise might not have been 
as well understood.
